Less Hail, 


‘The following report on hail 
suppression is reprinted from the 
July issue of Farm Journal, with the 
hope it will make the plan a little 
more clear to those concerned). 


Southern farmers and timber own- 
es are fed up with the drought. 
Tney're staging the biggest rain- 
inaking effort this summer thut the 
country has seen in several years. 

And this time it isn’t just in the 
perennially dry Southwest, Some of 
the biggest cloud-seeding projects 
are in the 50-inch rainfall country of 
the Southeast: 

@ Farmers in 12 southern Georgia 
counties have set up their own Wea- 
ther Modification Association and 
paying a rain-maker two cents at: 
acre to seed clouds over a three-mil- 
lion-acre area for one year. 

@ At least two big paper companies 
have cloud-seeding cperations in 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama, 
Georgia, and South Carolina. 

@ Several large cities, including 
Shreveport, Dallas, and Oklahoma 
City, have hired rain-makers to op- 
erate in their municipal watersheds. 

All of these groups are aware of 
the continuing arguement over whe- 
ther cloud-seeding really increases 
rainfall. Ernest Strickland of Evans 
County, Ga., probably answers for 
them when he says: “I gambie a 
whole lot more than two cents an 
acre On every crop I raise.” 

Strickland lives in that slice of 
southeastern Georgia which gct only 
about half of its normal] rainfall 
during the winter and early spring. 
‘Tobacco farmers there faced the prxo- 
spects of transplanting into dust, 
when they formed their Association 
in March and hired a meteorologist. 


Three silver-iodide generators were 
in position, when the first heavy 
clouds moved in on April 7. Within 
an hour after the generators were 
turned on, rain began to fall, lasting 
five hours. 

More favorable cloud formations 
moved in on April 10, 11, and 12, and 
again the generators were turned 011. 
This time, parts of the target area 
fot as much as 2% inches, while 
sections 100 to 150 miles away got

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only half an inch to an inch. 

Chance? Yes, unquestionably there 
would have been some rain without 
tie generators. But the happy far- 
mers aren't about to cancel their 
contract ind go back to chance - - 
not as lony as the drought threat 
continues. 

In Mississippi, the Escatawpa 
River was so low last summer that a 
high chloride content was threaten- 
ing operations at the Moss Point 
plant of the International Paper 
uaking operations in Septembei 
and and continued until] February. 

“Rain gauges in the target area 
showed 25% to 75% more rainfall 
than those outside the area,” claim: 
Harlan Db. Shope, engineer for the 
company. 

Okiahoina City credits a rain- 
maker with helping to fill the city’s 
two reservoil's this spring, It was the 
second time they had gotten reliei 
by cloud-seeding. 

Remember the new weather modi- 
fication wrinkle that Farm Journal 
told you about last year—using silver 
iodide to suppress hailstorms? 

Well, those California and Oregon 
fruit growers contracted for the same 
protection this year. 

Ordinarily, growers in Oregon's 
Rogue River Valley can expect per- 
haps 35 to 40 thunderstorms during 
the growing season, about half of 
which can produce hail. Last year 
eight to ten were reported, but only 
one did commercial damage. 

Dr, Irving P. Krick’'s Water Re- 
sources Development Corporation ex- 
pects just as good results this year, if 
not better. They've made important

How many (?' of 
our fellow farmers, wives and fam- 
aics have we secn goto an untimely 
grave before reaching their ‘three 
score and ten.” 


Just look about you and count, 
and try to figure out some of the 
reasons for it. A friend of mine told 
me he took a neighbor, who had a 
finger sawed off by a buzz saw, to the 
local hospital, and they had to sit 
around for quite awhile before the 
wounded man could receive expert 
attention, and I could quote more 
besides. 

In my Opinion too many people 
from outside our local district are 
making use of our facilities, especial- 
ly from the south, southeast and 
south vest; it is not being fair to our 
loca] people. 

In my opinion our local doctors 
are being overworked now and 
should a real emergency arise, such 
Qs an atomic war, your guess is as 
good as mine as to what would hap- 
pen, 

I think a real need exists to train 
more young people to be medical 
doctors. 

I would like to see more letters 
sent in on this subject and see if 
and oOitverhau] isn't needed for our 
local health situation.

! The extensive investigations show

| ing material glorify crime and show 
'a contempt for law, it was cited that 
j three cases of attempted murder in 
! Alberta by boys 10 and 11 years old 
j Were the result of this type of read- 
ing; also some magazines showed a 
distorted, unhealthy and immoral 
concept of sex and marriage; and 
yet again some showed a distinct 
race prejudice and definitely were 
not the ideals by which to build a 
democratic society. 

It has been proven that the read- 
ing of comic books are detrimental 
to good reading skill, in as much, as 
the entire vocabulary consists of 
about 600 words, with very poor 
phrasing and crude English.

Com., and several organizations to 
ban this lurid type of reading from 
the news stands, but the speaker

Surveys indicate that about one- 
third of the seed grain planted in 
Alberta in the spring of 1955 was of 
inferior quality and would have becn 
rejected for seeding according wo 
crades of the Canada Seed Act 
-tated Robert L, Pharis, supervisor 
of Alberta's field crop improvement 
service. The average seed content 
of rejected arain sown in 1955 was 
G0 Wild oats and 64 wild buckwheat 
per pound as well as those of many 
othey weeds This grain could have 
been cleaned at a cost of 6 cents to 
10 eents per bushel, said Mr. Pharis 
end eonsiderably cut the cost of re- 
duced vields and grades, chemical 
prays and othe: weed control ope:- 
vtions,

Insulation is the most important 
factor to consider when ventilating 
the dairy barn. Walls of the darn 
require insulation to keep the barn 
warm thus preventing condensation 
of moisture on the inside of the 
bullding and outlet flues must be 
very well insulated to operate satis- 
factorily, 

The foul, moist air in a well in- 
sulated barn is warm and if the outlet 
flue is insulated properly it will re- 
main warm and continue to rise on 
out through the top vent. If an out- 
let duct is not insulated, the air in 
the duct becomes cooler and tends 
to cause a down draft into the barn. - 

The ventilator flues in many dairy 
barns are now constructed with one 
layer of paper and two layers of lum- 
ber which does not provide sufficient. 
insulation, Vent operation can be 
improved by applying two layers of 
one-half inch insulation board on 
the outside of the flue. 

Additional insulation can also be 
provided by stacking baled straw 
around the vent. The bales should 
be stacked tightly around the flue 
from the mow floor to the roof and

The 1955 model not only indicates 
if there’s a storm in the vicinity, but 
also tells direction and distance by 
triangulation. It gives more time to 
alert the generator operators, so they 
can flatten out those towering thur- 
derheads before they produce hail. 

Krick still labels the project ‘‘ex- 
perimental," and growers aren't “et.
